In addition to the affidavits which accom panied 
the letter of the district attorney, who made the 
application for permission to use the name of 
the United States in bringing the 
suit, transmitted an attested copy 
of all the writiogs filed in the patent office aud 
the preceedings thert upon which resulted ia the 
issue and Gelivery of letters of patent to Mr. Bell, 
Aitera careful examination of these exhibits,

BRIBERY AND CORRUPTION. 


Such is the Charge Brought 4gainst Im- 
porters of Dye Stuff 

New Yorr,October 9.—Tbe American Jour+ 
nal of Fabrics will publish an article under 
the head of “Bribery in textile trade,”’ charg- 
ing aniline and dye stuff importers in the 
United States with the wholesale corruption 
avd bribery of buyers for manufacturing es 
tablishments. The alleged facts are 
furnished by Edward J. Wessels, once an 1m 
porter, who claims to have abandoned the 
butiness because of wideepread dishonesty. 
His revelations, if true, indicate that a 
system bribery has been fostered 
smong the importers which has rendered 
legitimate businers impossible. Concerns 
with capital originally insignificant have 
bounded into prosperity through collusions 
with employes of irms or corporations. To 
maintain the extravagant cost of doing busi- 
ness thus conducted, says Wessels, colors have 
gradually deteriorated through adulterations, 
tbe weakness being made up by using an ex- 
cess of color and the developinent of shades 
being effected by sugar, salt or d:xtrine, thus 
tending to bring American made goods into 
disrepute, G and pure stuiis, unaccompa- 
nied by bribe, again says Wessels, 
ere made to appear worthless, while 
anything that 6 80 accompanied can 
be as easily proved to be best. In confirma: 
tion these charges it is pointed out in thestory 
of Wessels that the employes of dyeing estad- 
luebments frequently are enabled to start con- 
cerns of their own in an incredibly short pe- 
ricd of service.

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A COLORED MAN’S FUNBRAL. 


Excitement Over ihe Death of a Prominent 
Z  €harieston Negro, 

CuAntuston, 8. C., October 9.—The killing 
of Ste | Riley, colored, by Dr. A. N. Bel- 
linger isthe most noteworthy tragedy of its 
kind inthe history of South Carolina. In its 
bearings and consequences the case will prob- 
ably become of national importance. There 
seems to be a disposition to press the pros. 
ecution Of Bis slayer, who is a physician 
who bas held a very high professional and so- 
cial p jin South Carolina. Riley was the 
best known @nd undoubtedly the most popular 
men ot his race in Charieston. He kept a 
small liverystable, patronized by most of the 
older residents. It was his habit when one of 
his more particular patrons sent for a carriage, 
to mount the box himself. Noone of his color 
and station has ever been held in such quasi 
eflectionate regard by the people of the town. 
When practically all his race during 
carpet- bag were identified 
wi e republican party, 
Stepheny Riley’s democracy was as pro. 
r ourced 88 it was unpopular with his people. 
It was hardly ten years since he was hunted, 
through the streets of Charleston by a mob of 
colored Men and women. On Sunday his fun- 
eral wes the moet elaborate of any ever given 
to a man of bis race in Charleston. His coffin 
was followed tothe grave by an immense 
throng of colored folks, displaying their cus- 
tomary evidences of grief. Riley was a major 
in the militia. Several companies of colored 
troops paraded. and behind his coflin was led 
the old blazed face sorrel horse on whose back 
he escaped from the mob ten years ago. 

Dr. Belanger is a well-known physician of 
this cit¥, ‘perhaps fifty-five years 
old, and. belonging to ex- 
cellent family. The story told in his 
bebalf isthat on Thursday ovening, when re- 
turning froma visitto a patient living near 
Riley’s steGle, he saw some ono brutally 
whipping @ Pair ot horses attached to a car- 
riage. T., Bellinger protested against 
Riley’ festment of the beasts, 
acd Riley retorted with abuso, raising 
his whip asifto strike Dr. Bellingor. Noxt 
morning, While on his way to a professional 
call, Dr. Bellinger met Riley in front of his 
ftable and a conversation ensued between 
them, the exact purport ot which has not yet 
been mece public. Dr. Bellinger was seen to 
craw his ristol and walk  back+ 
ward into the middle of the street, 
followed by Riley; then the doctor fired five 
ehets with fatal effect. Riley died almost in- 
stantly. Dr. Bellinger went to the nearest po- 
lice station and gave himselfup. It is alleged 
that he fired several shots after ltiley fell. It 
bes not been shown that Riley was armed 
with any weapon whatever and, therefore, 
that Bellinger bad reazon to suppose that he 
war in danger of his life. 

Feeling among the white people of Charles- 
ton wes very great, but among the colored 
people it fora time threatened a disastrous 
riot. Prior to 1876, when known as ‘‘Demo- 
crack Riley,” he bad been hooted whenever 
he appeared on the streets by many of those 
whe were now anxious to avenge his death. 
Un one occasion ihe Hunky. Dory club, 
an arscciation of colored p.u,p.>, Visited 
his stable at night, smashed up his carriages; 
lemed bis horses and cut his harness to picces. 
His losses, amounting to $5,000, were made up 
to him by the white people of the city. An 
excited throng of colored people gathered 
around the stationhouse in which Dr. Bellin-

The October term of the supreme court of 
the United States begins next Monday.

The court, by reason of ite energetic 
work the last four or five years, has ceased 
falling further behind hand. Four hundred 
and sixty cases were disposed of last year, at 
which rate, if continued, the last case on the 
present docket will be adjudicated within 
three years. The judges are all in good 
health, and there will probably be a full 
berch at the opening. Eleven cases are 
eesigned for argument on the 13th inst., and 
will be taken up seriatim as fast 
as possible. The most important among them 
are the railroad commissioners’ cases, brought 
uponappeal by the commissioners of the 
siate of Mississippi against the Farmers’ Loan 
and Trust company and the Mobile aud Ohio 
reilroad company; that of G. Derosset Lamar 
against Hugh McCulloch, ex-secretary of the 
treasury—a long pending cotton claim in 
which the ettcrney-general will appear for 
McCulluch and George Ticknor Curtis for 
Lemar; and the tax cases of the Cincinnati, 
New Orleans and Texas Pacific, the Louisville 
and Nashville, and Chesapeake, Ohio aud 
Southwestern railroad companies against the 
commonwealth of Kentucky.

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RIOTING STRIKERS, 


ST. LOUIS STREBT CAR DRIVERS 
ATTACK THE CARS, 


Several Serfous Riots During the Day—Ons Man 
Killed and Several Arrested—Oars Overturned 
ard the Borses Turned Loose oa the 
Streets—More Trouble Feared. 


Sr. Louis, October 9.—The street car trouble 
is becoming serious. Late last night and 
carly this morning cars were tipped into the 
gutters and a number of persons beaten and 
badly. hurt. About noon today the striking 
drivers and conductors began to azsem le in 
knots in various parts of the city, aud things 
presented a bad appearance. First, a riot 
occurred on the Chauteau-avenue road, and 
several cars were dumped into the gutter and 


the drivers and conductors severely handled. 
Next a big crowd of strikers attacked 
several cers of the Union depot 
line on the Twelfth street bridge. The drivers 
and conductors were badly beaten, one con- 
ductor being rendered insensidle. The rioters 
were in such hurry totip over the cars that 
the pessengera were not allowed time to get 
cout, and two ladies were badly bruised on tae 
Twelfth street bridge while leaping from the 
cer. Mayor Francis and Chief Police Harri- 
gen, with a equed of police, arrived on the 
bridge soon afterwards, and made some ar- 
rests, the rioters dispersing sullenly. 

Abeut twop.m. ariot broke out on Cass 
avenue, the crowd extending from Ninth to 
Fourleenth streets. At least a dozen cars of 
the Case avenuc line were laid in the gutters 
by the mob. Allthe conductors and drivers 
were thumped very roughly, and the teams 
turned loose on the streets. Shortly aftor this 
another riot occurred on the tracks of the 
uvion line, on O'Fallen street, near Tenth. 
Here cars were tossed ebout, and the wildest 
excitement prevailed. The two mobs were in 
close proximity, and the crowds soon united, 
some two or three thousand  ~peo- 
ple filling all the adjacent streets, and 
preventing traffic. In a few minutes another 
mob began to overturn the cars of the Lindel 
railway, on Eighth street and Washington 
avenue, and here, too, an immense crowd 
gathered. 

Up to 2:30 o’clock p. m. nobody was re- 
ported badly injured, but serious trouble may 
occur at apy time. 

MAN KILLED. 

The first really serious conflict, and one 
involving loss of life, occurred about three 
o’clock, on Stoddard avenue. One of the cars 
of the union depot line was coming up tie 
avenue, in charge of Policeman Griffiths and 
Iisnnon, and when near Hickory street it was 
rurrounded by some fifty men, who began to 
cut the harness. The oflicera ordered 
the men to desist, but the men instead as« 
eeulied the cfficers with sticks and rocks

end Griffith wae knocked down by a man 
.emed John Havey. While latter was beat- 
ng Griflith, Hannon drow his pisiol and shot 
bim dead. Thebcedy of Havey was taken to 
the morgue. Hannon wentto headquarters 
sne-yevorted the affair and was placed under 
arrest. Havcy was a bricklayer, but has 
been drivinga caf-¢n the Lindell road of 
Jate.

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ARCTIC EXPLORATIONS. 


Waval Officers and Scientists Discuss Its 
Reaults, ; 

Axxaro.is, Md., October 9—The United 
States naval institute, composed of officers of 
the gh discussed at the naval academy to- 
night Lieutenant Danenhower’s paper om 
“North Polar Researches,” in which he takes 
the ground that there is no continent yet un- 
discovered in the north Polar basin, and the 
only lands yet unknown are some small islands 
and groups of islands, and the scientific 
knowledge yet to be obtained is not worth the 
lors of life and treasure that will be required 
for future expeditions. 

Captain Nares, in his criticism consid- 
ered Liutenant Danehower’s paper an able 
and trustworthy one, but did not want the 
reader to be deceived by the term “open 
water’ as navigable water. He was certaia 
that no veesel will ever be able to navigate 
succesefully in the Arctic ocean north of 
Smith’s sourd. He agreed with the author 
#s to the intrinsic value of arctic explora- 
tion, He believed it to be of importance te 
a pation to foster within due limits the spirit 
of enterprise, and ventured to predict that 
further arctic research will be undertakes 
before many years are passed. 

Chief Engineer George W. Melville, United 
States navy, writestbat he agrees that the 
work of the explorers of the past has been well 
done, but he does not concur with Lieutenant 
Danexvhower,either in his selection of the 
route toward the pole, or his statement that 
because of the hardship endured, or loss ef 
life end treasure, research should be abandon- 
ed. He arguesthbat trade and commerce cona- 
stantly sacrificed lives, for what? Not alone 
that the laborer — gain his bread, 
but- that the ondholders may 
gain hiscent percent. Was there any whine 
about the sacrifice of life when all these toilers 
go daily to meet their death’? In the face of 
this Moloch of gain, can we spare no man for 
the benefit of science? The work done by the 
beroes of three ceuturies, from the Danish of 
Willoughby and Barentz down to the last 
days of DeLong and Greely’s hersic 
band at Cape Sabine, have all had 
their uses, have contributed their 
share of knowledge to all men, and have 
added much to the commercial wealth of the 
world. Let no one with a spark of manhood 
say it wasin vain. Ife does not agree with 
Lieutenant Danenhower in his selection of the 
Smith sound route, and argues at length 
against that route, and urges that. Franz 
Joseph land has two essential features rocom 
mending it as a base for advance toward the 
pole—first, perfect safety of approach and re- 
treat; second, its high latitude. 

Professor Joseph E. Nourse said there is 
surely enough in the history of past efforts to 
keep alive the true heroism which may prompt 
any number of volunteers for scientific causes, 
such ss prompted the two Jate expeditions. 
He felt sure that they will continue to com- 
mand sympsthy, aod after a while, aid, not 
onjy of the patriotic among the people, but of 
the government, 

It wae agreat pity that Ray was recalled, 
and unfortunate that for Lieutenant Greeley’s 
expedition something was weaating in plan-
